*“ ing to the ſanctuary, he there left the baſon, gra jg 
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« to make atonement for the ſins of the people.“ 


This, no doubt, marked the inſufficiency of the Le- 
vitical prieſthood to put away ſin, and hinted the ab- 
ſolute neceſſity of miniſters purification in the blood
